The latest telegrams state that the 
Foreign membors of the Commission of 
Enquiry are disgusted with’ the slow 
progress that bss beea made, and we 
can readily conceive how,disbonrtenin 
it must be to keep up thé struggle vith 
asat of Chinese offigials who have shown 
their hostility,and aversion to an honest 
sifting of the Hwasang affair over 
since the Commission wks despatched to 
Kucheng. The Commission was an 
utter mistake. ‘The™ whole British 
policy with regard to the Hwusang 
atrocities has been “based. on the old 
fiction that Ching is to some extent a 
civilised power, nd is therefore to be 
dealé with in soma sort of diplomatic 
menzer, Diplofac}in China is simply 
duplicity on th¢ ‘one'side, and on the 
other simply > heer waste of time 
in floundering amobg the unfathomable 
nicksands of. Chinese sbiftiness. At 
the very first, when it was announced 
there wes to{ba a Commission of En- 
quiry, we protested \torcibly against 
such futile action; and'our protest was 
gonerally‘echoed throughout the whole 
of the East, thouph there were still 
few who amiably deprecated ‘violence 
of speech’ and ‘undue display of feel- 
oe and ‘impatience.’ Now, by the 
telegrams of Saturday lest, it is shown 
that the British and American Commis- 
sioners have been driven against their 
will to recognise the utter futility of, 
the whole y. It is worse thon 
fatile, it is directly injurioys. One 
glating instance of ite bad effects is 
seen in the fact that the British Consul, 
Mr Mansfield, wlio according to our 
view has been all along far too com- 
plaisant with the Chinese, hus been in- 
sulted by one of the Chinese ‘ braves’ 
sent to escort-him. It ie painful, it is 
sickening to find all cur unheeded warn- 
ings wo-literally verified. Mr Mansfield 
should nevér lave tolerated a Chinese 
escort; he should have had, as we spid 
at the first, a British escort. And it 
would bave been as well to accure as a 
hostage the person of the Fokien Vice- 
roy, the head acd front of their offending.

MI. Pasteur ie dead. . 

We take the following ‘aketch of Dr 
Pastout’s careor from Men and Women of 
the Time :— 

Pasteur, Louis, chemist, born at Déle, ! 
Jars, Deo. 27, 1822, entered the University | 
in 1840, became a superuumerary Master of ' 
Studies at the College of Beearg in, wae! 
received as a pupil in the Ecolo Nurmalo in 
1843, took the degrea of Dvuotor in. 1847, 
and was appointed Professur of Physic at 
the Faoulty of Sciences, Strasburg, in 1848. 
At the end of 1854 he was intrusted, as; 
Desn, with the organizstion of tho newly 
created Faculty of Sciences, at Lille, end | 
in 1837 returned to Parie, and _undortook 
the ‘scientific direction’ uf the Ecole Nor- 
male. In Dec., 1863, ho was appointed 
Professor of Geolovy, Physics, ond 
Chemistry at tho Hsalo des Bouux- Arts, 
and wag elcoted a member of the Institute. 
Tho R-yal Society of Londen, in 1856, 
awarded M, Pasteur tho Rumford Medal 
for his researches relative to the polari- 
ztion of light, &. He waa decurated 
with the Legion of Iunour August 12, 
1833, was promoted to be un ufficer of 
that Order in 1853, and a commander in 
1868, In 1869 he wae clocced one of che 
filty foreign members of the Royal Society 
of London, M. Pasteur has written name- 
rous works relating to chemistry, which 
hive been favouratly received, avd for 
which, in 1861, he btaited the Jecker prize. 
Hia contributions huve uppeared-in the 
*Recuoil des Savants é:rangers,’ and the 
‘Annales da Chimis @.de Physique,’ and 
published in 1863, in a separate form, a 
work entitled ‘Nouvel Exemplo do For- 
mentation dé-erminé par des Auimalcules 
jefusolres pouvant vivre saus Oxygene 
jibre.’ Iu 1874 the National Assem' ly «c- 
corded to M. Paatenr, as a reward, chiefly 
for hig investigations on fermentation, a 
life annuity uf 12000 francs, He was 
mised to the rank of Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Hynonr, Oct. 24, 1878. “His re- 
ception into the French Academy tovk 
place April 27, 1882, when he delivered a 
panegyric an M. Littré, to whose chuir he 
had succeeded. Is tho samo yoar the 
council of the Buciety of Arts awaded the 
Atbert Medal of tho auciety to M. Pusteur 
for his researches io connection with fer | 
mentation, the preserva'ion of wines, aud 
the propagation of zymoutic diseases in 
silkworme aud doigestic anitials. Of 
late years, BY. Pasteur has dovoud 
himeelf to ihe atnly of inveulation 
for diseases ut.er thaa amall-pox, and 
bas achieved son very remarkable re- 
salta in tho p eventiun of hydrophobia ;

mental cholera. morbus extooded over sovoral 
tavnths. In April last he obtained cholera 
bacillus from Kohe, with which, during the 
month of May, he incculated both sheep and 
goats, Jie subsequently conducted-a serics 
of experiments on horgea belonging to the 
Home Department. The dose of bicillas waa 
inorcased from one-to fity grammes. From 
the animals that hed\gliown themselves 
oholera-proot, lympty woa\extracted which 
wae subsequently utilised ih tho invculation 
of human beings. De Kituzato’s hospital is 
now e¢rowded with cholera patients, Ow- 
ing tothe inadequate eupply of lymph, it is 
found impossible to subject all the patients 
to Ihe new method of treatment. This fact 
has enabled the toedical authorities conneat- | 
ed with tho hospital to compare the resulte 
obtained by the pew und the old modes uf 
treatment. ‘The figures given are ua fol- 
low :— .

quote, the total number uf cholera patiente 
that entered tho Hirowo Hospital between 
August 8th and September 3rd was 83, OF 
these 34 tied; 22 recuvcred and were die. 
charged, 16 were placed in the convalezoent 
ward, aud-16 ore otill uoder treatment= OF 
tho above tutul numberof patients, only 57 
were subjected to the new method of treat- 
ment, 7 of whom died, £0-rcouvered, 16- 
reached the convalescent staze, and 16 wera 
atill onder treatment ou the 3rd inst. ‘Lhese 
results are certainly satisfactory, but Dr 
Kituzato is of opinion thet the time las not 
yel come fur pronouncing the new treatment 
ou entire euecess, nor for advocating its 
universal eduptivn, He bimesd£ is well 
autistied with the results given above aud 
regrets that the insufficiency of the supply

.TGE EXECUTIONS AT KUCHENG. 
{¥.-€. Daity News’ Correspondent ) 


Foochow, Sept. 23. 

In consequence of tha hitch in the pro- 
cacdinga as to the Tuntai’s power ta 
exreute, of which you have been infortd, 
the Commission of Enquiry did not ait for 
some!days, but my information ia to tho 
eff ct ‘that the list of murderera was almcat 
completa by the 16th. To Obio-bi, the 
standurd-berter, had been captured and 
was expected to arrive there that day, Ho 
Tiek (the ‘Butterfly’) is supposed to have 
committed suicide whilst in custody by 
jamping over a bridge into « deep ravine | 
in the Pingang district, The American 
Conaal had received a telegram approving 
his action, but no jnatructiun had come 
from Peking. = 

Oa the morning «f the 17th eeven of the 
murderers. were ezeouted at the South 
Gate of the City, All the members of the 
C. mmission were preg nt with the excep. 
tion ef Ouptain Newell and the Rev, W, 
Baniater, Tho ecene was u most groesme 
one, only ono head being severed at the 
first blow, the others being chopped and 
the unfortunate wratehes teft to die. The 
se¥on men were :—Ting Hvang-kiang, who 
stabbed Mr Stewart, and Lung Nang-mirg, 
who. did the same, a3 well a8 aesisting in 
the murder of Mrs Stewart; Ling-seng, 
who helped to kill tho lad‘es after the flrg 
c me; Long Tau-kiang. who attempted to 
Kil. one of the children; ‘Yek Ming-nik, 
who boasted he had killed a little one 


about 7 yoara old, and also assisted in tho 
murder of the ladies ; Ting King-siik, who 
helped to kill the sisters; Bui Nu-long, whe 
confessed to have stabbed two persons 
(a native of Hinysanpang, where the firat 
tr -uble with Vegetarians touk plier), The 
executions took place quite suddenly, the 
Taotai on the provions dey agnuuncing 
that he hot roosived a telegram from the 
Viceroy authorising the exscutions. - Since 
then the names of sixteen more criminals 
have been ovmnmnicated #6 the Vicor y 
for execution. Some dificulty was: anti. 
cipated with regard to the procedure at the 
other trials, as the Conauls wanted to 
make it olear that the commatatioa. of any 
sentence should rest with:them, and be in 
aocordanca with their recommendations, 
A proctamation has been arranged with the 
Taotai, which it in hoped will eat things 
tight with the people and undo the mis- 
chief done by the one issued by the dis- 
trict magistrate some time ago. The

THE MAHOMMEDAN REBELLION, 
¥ Feking, 2ith Sept, 1 pom 
Nowe has just been received ‘h 

Kansu by the Office of Traunission tc 
¢ffeot that during a hotly-contested battle on 
the 18th inat, forty-oight miles to the wath. 
cast of the capital city of Laaohoa, between 
the Rashgar General, Tung ¥u-haiiog's, 
army and a very large forse of Mahom— 
medan rebels, three battalions of cavalry and 
saven of infantry, humbering sume 4,250 
men, suddenly went over to the enemy, 
causing yreat confusion amongst the [mpe- 
rial troopa and threatening a disastrous de« 
feat. Fortunately, by the desperate bravery 
of General Tung, assisted by hia two Dei~ 
gade-generals, Chou and Chang, with « 
picked body of reserve troops, the day was 
restored, the rebels being eventualiy cunipele 
ed ta evacuate a series of walled villages 
which they had held successfully sgainat 
the Imperial army for three days aud nights, 
Tho Imperiul losses were 2,860 men 
in killed and wounded, The losses of tho 
rebels are unknown but tho seldiers brought.» 
in 1,90L heads from the battlefield and from: 
tho villages, During a part of the tighting 
one cf the Colonels of ‘the ravolting bat+ 
Coliuns was captured, and by ardersofGuneral 
‘Tung the traitor was beheaded on the fold 
in frontof the enemy, Matters, however, 
are extremely oritical in Kanau and reinforces 
ments are urgootly needed. Applications 
for aid have been coming in from buth 
Shenai ood Kagsu severat timea m wesk.
